Soviets force German Rear-

LONDON, Sept. 28. — Three key

White Russia — Gomel, 
Mogillev and Vitebsk—were in dan­ 
ger from advancing Red army forces 
today, while further south other So­

The last German Caucasian base 
of Temryuk was smashed yesterday, 
a Moscow war communique said, vir­ 
tually sealing the fate of whatever 
Axis forces were left in the north­ 
western Caucasus.

CLEVELAND, Sept, 28— The re­ 
gional Office of Price A dm inistra­ 
tion's truck tire conservation pro­ 
gram Is keeping hundreds of tires 
in service although owners have 
sought to replace them . 'Rationing 
Executive Charles H. Schreiber said 
today. 
Of 26,750 truck tires checked in 
this five-state area during the six 
weeks ended Sept. 15, exam iners 
found 871 had been inspected im ­ 
properly and still were fit for con­ 
tinued use while 939 others could be 
recapped or repaired, Schreiber re­ 
ported. 
T he check was conducted in 46 
m ain m arket cities in Ohio, M ich­ 
igan, Indiana, Kentucky and West 
Virginia. 
The program requires that an ex­ 
am iner inspect all truck tires which 
large trimk operators seek to re- 


place. 
Before war price and ra ­ 
tioning boards grant new tires, ap ­ 
proval for each m ast be given by 
the examiner. 
In 
some instances, 
exam iners 
have suggested swapping or repair­ 
ed tires from trucks in heavy duty 
to others in light duty. 
Of the 26.- 
750 inspected in this region since 
last Aug. 1, Schreiber said. 1.943 
showed sign* of abuse and applica­
